LOS ANGELES—(AP)—The hot- 


:est plane in the free world, the 
0558-2 Skyrocket, holds a new 
speed record of 1,238 miles an hour, 
says the navy. 


And the hottest test pilot, lanky 


Bill Bndgeman, says zooming at 
hat speed is "no diffeient than 
lying 750 miles per hour." 
The real kick comes, Bndgeman 


said in an exclusive interview last 
night, when the rocket-propelled 
mmmmgbird runs out of power at 
a. record altitude of 79,491 feet and 
iwoops down 15 miles for a dead- 
nick landing on the desert. 


Marks Confirmed 


Both the speed 
and 
altitude 


marks were confirmed here by 
Secretary of the Navy Dan A. Kim- 
'all. Bndgeman flew the Douglas- 
built rocket ship to unpiecedented 
leights last Aug. 7 and set the 
speed record Aug. 15 in tests at 
Sdwards Air Force Base, Calif. 


The Navy previously had admit- 
ed only that the research plane 
had "climbed at 1,000 miles an 
hour." 


In all, Bndgeman made six rock- 


et flights last summer. The Sky- 
rocket was (launched each time at 
35,000 feet from a B29 mother ship. 


On Level Flight 


The record speed was made In 


level flight after the Skyrocket had 
reached the apex of her climb. It 
was measured by instruments in 
the plane and radar ground read- 
ings carefully checked by the Navy 
Bureau of Aeronautics. 


The moment that sends "your 


Bridgeman 
declares, comes when the last of 
the four rockets used by the plane 
loses its thrust.

Recently, the San Francisco Chronicle did a survey of 


the tax situation, calculated that the federal, state and local 
tax bite cost $746.83 per person per year. For an average 
family with two children, this comes to $2,987.32 out of their 
income. 


The Chronicle took a family of four and surrounded them 


with the merchandise they might have bought with the 
money spent in taxes. The possible purchases include a TV 
console costing $229.95, a $329 refrigerator, a $169.95 stove, 
a dishwashing machine at $249.95. an electric ironer at 
$219.95, a set of matched luggage priced at $111.50. 


In addition, the family's tax money might also have 


bought a vacuum cleaner, a bicycle, cooking equipment, a 
radio, toys and sporting goods. As for clothing, there would 
be enough cash left over to allow a $325 budget for the wife, 
$250 for the husband and $155 to be divided between the 
children. 


However, should the family want to invest in something 


more substantial, they could buy themselves a $10,000 home 
and pay it off with the tax money they'd spend in a little over 
three years. 


But even with these theoretical purchases, there's no way 


of avoiding taxes. A substantial part of the price paid for 
each article would still go to hidden taxes.

Bursilis Result of Injury; 
Complete Rest Is Important

The number of people who in- 


quire concerning bursiti.0 raises 
tKe o>'f>tion as to whether this 
painful disorder is increasing in 
frequency. 


Perhaps no one can answer this 


question, but certainly a 
great 


number of people are 
suffering 


with it and are eager for informa- 
tion about it—particularly for any 
information which 
will 
iead to 


bringing them relief. 


First, what is bursitis. and how 


does it differ from arthritis? Both 
are questions which many people 
want answered. 


Bursitis is inflammation of the 


lining of those small pockets or 
spaces which lie near the joints, 
and there aie many 
of them. 


Arthritis, on the other hand, is an 
inflammation of the lining of the 
joint tissues. 


One form of bursitis is fairly 


frequent—near the elbow, it com- 
monly goes under the 
name of 


"tennis elbow." 
This appears to 


be the result of a sort of injury 
to the bursa from overuse. 


"Housemaid's knee" is another 


form of bursitis. The 
bursa in- 


volved lies just back of the knee- 
cap and also usually the result of 
injury or overuse. 
And as 
the 


name implies, it to comparatively 
common among those who must be 
on their knees a good portion of 
the time. 


Tliere are bursas in other places 


—all of which have perfectly pro- 
per scientific names and any of 
them can become inflamed. 


At in the two forms mentioned, 


the most common cause of bur* 
Utit Is injury—tithe* by repeated 


small injuries or from one big one. 
.It is not unusual for bursitis to 
start, suddenly with a good deal of 
pain and discomfort, as 
anyone 


who has had it can testify. Fre- 
quently the bursa contains 
fluid. 


the area around it is tender, and 
motion around it produces a good 
deal of pain. Sometimes calcium 
is deposited in the bursa. 


Bursitis is often easier to avoid 


than to cure. 
However, what to 


do for it once it has started is a 
real problem. 
When acutely in- 


flamed, rest is particularly impor- 
tant and in order to make this as 
complete as necessary, a 
cast, 


splint or bandage is often 
used. 


Heat .sometimes relieves some of 
the pain and tenderness. 


May Draw Fluid Off 


Part of the pain may be the 


result of pressure from fluid, and 
consequently the doctor may want 
to draw some of this off through a 
needle. 


Some extremely interesting re- 


sults by spraying the skin with 
ethyl chloride have been reported 
by a New York physician, and 
there are other treatments which 
may be worth trying. 


The acute phase of the bursitis 


subsides eventually but too often 
it turns into a chronic condition. 
This is distressing 
because a 


chronic bursitln is highly resist- 
ant to treatment. Deep X-rays 
helps some; injection Into the bur- 
sa of various fluids may help oth- 
er*.

Holding Cards May Be Damaging 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


"The same thing has happened 


to me several times recently," 
complains a Danville correspond- 
ent. 


"I pick up a big pack, make a 


few melds, and keep about 20 cards 
in my hand. After a while one of 
the opponents has the nerve to 
freeze the pack even though 1 
have all those cards in my hand. 
What's more they've gotten away 
with it. 


"It was my impression that a 


player with a lot of cards in his 
hand always had a big advantage 
when the pack was frozen. Isn't 
this correct?" 


Not always. It is also necessaiy 


to consider the number of melds 
on the table and the number of 
cards still left in the stock pile. 


Let's take up that second feature 


first, to clear it up. Any very late 
freeze has a good chance of suc- 
ceeding against you no matter how 
many cards you have in your 
hand. In such a situation the op- 
ponents don't hope to win the 
pack; they just hope to keep your 
side from winning it in the few 
plays that still remain. 


Now let's consider the number 


of melds on the table. Suppose you 
have four or five melds on the 
table, and that you don't have a 
natural pair of those melds in your 
hand. Cards that match 
those 


melds are dangerous discards in 
an unfrozen pack, but are safe 
discards in a frozen pack. 


The more Such melds you have 


down on the table, the more safe 
discards the opponents may have 
in their hands. If they have enough 
such discards, they can afford to 
freeze the pack. The freeze allows 
th#m to get rid of the useless carrt-; 
that lire just cluttering up their 
hands; and they can 
thus 
gei 


themselves into melding out posi- 
tion. 


The chances are that the oppn. 


nents have been considering botn 
factors if they have frozen the 
pack successfully several times j c- 
cently. They have probably frozen 
fairly lat* in the play, with lev- 
era! melds down on the table. 


The r*m*dy i» t* meld J«M, «, 


to hold a pair in the hand even 
when you make a meld. Then the 
opponents cannot afford to freeze 
the pack against your fistful of 
cards. 


To be sure, you can't hold the 


cards in your hand indefinitely. 
You have to know when to meld. 
That is a great part of the skill in 
the game—knowing when to meld 
and when to hold meldable cards 
in the hand.

P«gler Tells of Various Attempts to "Get" Senator 


Pat McCarran of Nevada

CHICAGO—There is in operation just now an interesting combina- 


tion of events whose effect, if successful, would be to "get" Senator Pat 
McCarran, of Nevada. Senator McCarran is a Catholic and the father of 
Sister Mary Margaret Patricia, a nun who recently distinguished herself 
wilh\» learned treatise of Fabian, or .creeping, socialism in Great 
Britain. But Senator McCarran antagonized many members of his own 
political party, the Democratic party, particularly in New York. Wash- 
ington and Los Angeles, as co-author of the new immigration act whidi 
was passed by congress over President Truman's 
veto. The act also prevailed over a furious propa- 
ganda in much of the eastern press misrepresenting 
it as a design to discrimination against Catholics as 
well as other minorities desiring to enter the coun- 
try. No Catholic organization of any importance en- 
dorsed the charge that the bill was anti-Catholic. 


McCarran also conducted the great expose of 


Communist inspiration behind our disaster in China 
which has now been condensed in a strong official 
senate report entitled 'Institute of Pacific Relations." 
This expose confirmed the dramatic campaign of 
Senator goe McCarthy, of Wisconsin, also a Catholic and a leading 
fighter against Communism in the state department, who has been 
damned with equal savagery. 


McCarran holds that immigration and citizenship are not legal or 


natural rights of aliens but special privileges to be granted only with 
caution by the United States always with our own interests uppermost, 
rather than those of the applicants. 


His political enemies argue that 


it is "un-American" to put our 
national interests above those of 
the applicant or to hold against 
any such person the fact that he, 
or she, ever belonged or currently 
belongs to the Communist party or 
any branch of the Communist in- 
ter-national. Those like McCarran 
and McCarthy who exposed the 
Communist conspiracy contend that 
all unrepentant persons who ever 
joined the machinations 
of the 


party are members of a conspiracy 
to destroy our nation by violent 
revolution or by the fatal subtleties 
used in Romania, Poland and the 
little Balkan countries. 


Last May 17, on station WMAC. 


in New York, one Hank Green- 
spun, formerly of Brooklyn, but 
now of Les Vegas, Nev., was "in- 
terviewed" by one Bernard Yaro- 
slaw regarding Senator McCarran, 
in an East Side restaurant oper- 
ated by the brothers Rubin, immi- 
grants from Russian territory and 
American citizens of sound legal 
status. Greenspun insinuated that 
McCarran was a man of immoral 
character and an accomplice of 
the criminal underworld. This on- 
slaught was made in spite of the 
fact that, whatever his political 
faults, McCarran is noted for his 
religious piety and personal recti- 
tude and gives the appearance of 
a man in modest financial condi- 
tion. 


In the "interview" it was strong- 


ly intimated that McCarran had 
conspired with others in Las Vegas 
to induce advertisers to boycott a 
small daily 
Greenspun. 


paper operated by 
This 
paper 
was 


brought into being by the printers' 
union to expunge the old establish- 
ed Review-Journal. The union was 
trying to retard progress by pen- 
alizing the Review-Journal for in- 
stalling a new invention to set type. 
The union turned the paper over 
to Greenspun. Later certain adver- 
tisers decided to concentrate their 
advertising in the Review-Journal. 


Accordingly, they ceased to ad- 


vertise in Greenspun's paper. The 
Sun. Drew Pearson, who employed 
two Communist 
"leg-men" 
but 


lately has found it advisable to 
pretend to 
be 
anti-Communist, 


wrote an article, and some papers 
published it, completely misrepre- 
senting the facts in the Greenspun 
suit against McCarran and others. 
Pearson also belongs to the anti- 
McCarran-anti-McCarthy front.' 


WMCA's regular staff propagand- 


ist has openly endorsed ADA, or 


Americans for Democratic Action, 
a modified version of the Marxist 
program, in these words: "You 
could not be a member of ADA 
& 


and be anything else but a good 
American. I know the ADA very 
well." 


On the broadcast 
of May 17, 


Greenspun insinuated that General 
Franco, of Catholic Spain, 
had 


spent millions to elect McCarran in 
1950. No evidence was offered, but 
sworn documentary proof has been 
published that a. flimsy political 
front operated by Arthur J. Gold- 
smith from the Waldorf Tower in 
» 


New York did gather money from 
rich _ individuals on the Atlantic 
seaboard and spent it in Nevada 
in a futile effort to beat McCarran 
in 1950. 


The following is an example of 


the smear material broadcast by 
Greenspun, of Brooklyn, from the 
restaurant in New York against 
the senator of the western state of 
Nevada: "I have tried to more or 
less set a pattern out there, show- . | 
ing his relationship to organized 
crime. In other words, I don't be- 
lieve a man who's sitting in the 
U. S. senate should be interested 
in procuring licenses for the wrong 
kind of people." 


Greenspun was. for a time after 


landing in Nevada from Brooklyn, 
press-agent for The Flamingo, the 
luxurious gambling house and hotel 
built in part by questionable pri- 
ority material by ' the notorious \ 
Buggsy Siegal, under wartime re- 
strictions, and operated by Buggsy 
until he was murdered by a rifle 
bullet in the home of Virginia Hill 
in Beverly Hills. Siegal was an un- 
derworld nabob. 


The New York audience in the 


restaurant burst into laughter when. 
Greenspun said McCarran had suf- 
fered a heart attack last Nov. 1. 
The transcript reads: "He was put 
in an oxygen tent and he was there ,' » 
for three weeks. We thought he- ' 
would die, which is a very terrible 
thing, and . . , ."

Consumption 
Of Wine Up; 
Price Is Down 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK—(AP)— Americans 


are drinking about one fourth more 
wine this year than last—thanks in 
part to the tax collector who 
makes hard liquor so expensive. 


But while the American consum- 


er is being kind to the wine press 
ers, the weather man has been too 
kind to the California grape grow- 
ers in recent years. Wine ship- 
ments mount steadily, but so do 
the inventories. 


Trices Skid 


And so prices of bulk table wines 


shipped by tank to bottlers are 
now dowrg to about a third of what 
they were a year ago. American 
vineyards have produced 
record 


crops, and the big supply of wine 
has weakened prices. 


California, which sells about 85 


per cent of the wine consumed in 
the United States, has wine inven- 
tories i-unning 30 per cent above 
a year ago, and in excess of the 
annual rate of sales—although its 
shipments so far this year have 
run about 13 per cent higher than 
last year. 


France is having the same trou- 


ble with high inventories—but its 
trouble comes from different cir- 
cumstances: The French people 
are drinking less wine than for- 
merly, partly because prices over 
there have risen. * 


Much for Export 


AH of this refers to common 


table wine. The story of high- 
quality wine is 
different. 
The 


French are having no trouble sell- 
ing that. Most of it goes for export. 


Many brands of champagne are 


practically unobtainable in France, 
according to Alfred Fromm, presi- 
dent of Paul Masson Vineyards, 
Saratoga, Calif.', who is just back 
from there. 


This is because of the French 


concentration on export markets, 
•ays another American wine mer- 
chant just back from Europe- 


Richard L. Blum jr., president of 
Julius Wile Sons & Co., American 
wine importers. He'thlnks there'll 
be plenty of the French quality 
wines for the American market, 
and that prices will hold fairly 
steady. 


In World Market 


Fromm says that America is 


now competing in the world wine 
markets. California, quality wines 
are going to Brazil and other South 
American countries, and to Japan 
and the Philippine Islands. His 
company also has a small order 
from Egypt.

starting a drive to get a higher 
tariff 
on imported wines. John 


Daniel jr., president of the Ingle-

Of Korea; Benef its Similar to Last War 


WASHINGTON-CAP) — i'resi- 


dent Truman has signed'a bill to 
help G. I.'s released since the start 
of the'Korean War to re-establish 
themselves in civilian life. 


The benefits are much the same 


as those granted to veterans after 
Wo: Id War II, but there are some 
important differences. 


The act provides the new veter- 


ans with money for education and 
training, mustering out pay, un- 
employment payments of $26 a 
week up to a total of 26 weeks, and 
financial support for home and 
business loans. 


The bill was one of 37 Truman 


signed Wednesday while in Walter 
Reed hospital for a checkup. 


Billion A Year 


The program is expected to cost 


about one billion dollars a year. 
The number of eligible veterans 
on May 31 was 870,000, and the 
Veterans Administration said the 
total is growing daily. 


To be eligible, a veteran dis- 


charged must be other than dis- 
honorable. 


The biggest change from the 


World War II G. I. Bill is in the 
method of handling payments and 
in type of schools veterans may 
attend. Congress wrote these in as 
a means of avoiding abuses undei 
the earlier ^program. 


Instead of making payments to 


the schools for the veteran, the 
government will provide the vet- 
eran with funds to pay his own 
tuition fee, buy books and handle 
his living expenses. 


The ex-G. I. can go part time or 


full time to any school on a list 
approved by the V. A. or state 
agencies. 


Maximum 36 Months 


For each day of military service, 


a veteran is entitled to 1^ days of 
education up to a maximum of 36 
months.

Mac May Begin to Fade 
From U. S. Political Life

WASHINGTON-(AP) _ When 


Gen. MacArthur disappeared into 
the applauding platform crowd af< 
ter delivering his keynote speech 
at the Republican national conven 
lion he may really have begun his 
fade-away from American public 
life, or at least its political life. 


He was a Taft man. So long as 


the Ohio henator had a 'chance for 
the presidential nomination, Mac- 
Arthur had a chance for the vice 
presidential spot. There was even 
talk MacArthur might be consider- 
ed for President if Taft and Gen. 
Eisenhower stalemated each other. 


Door Slammed 


But the door slammed shut on 


any hopes MacArthur^ might have 
had for high elective office when 
the nomination went to Eisenhow- 
er. Two generals on one ticket 
would have been one too many, 
anyway. And there was no reason 
why Elsenhower should want him 
on the ticket. There was no love 
lost between .them. 


Because his pre-convention hostil- 


ity to Eisenhower was no secret 
and because their foreign policy 
views were so opposite, it's unlikely 
MacArthur would» offer to stump 
for Eisenhower or that Eisenhower 
would want him to. 


This 
undoubtedly -was Mac- 


Arthur's last chance for the White 
House or the 
vice 
presidency. 


W^ien he appeared before the con- 
vention in civilian clothes he looked 
like what he is: an old man. By the 
time 
the 1956 
conventions roll 


around MacAithur will obviously 
be too old for consideration. He'd 
be 76. 


No Sensation 


Neither his appearance nor his 


speech was a sensation. He got an 
ovation but the following night for- 
mer PrcsidcntjHoover got a bigger 
one. And there were yawns as Mac- 
Arthur picked his way through his 
long and carefully prepared ad- 
dress. The yawns may have been 
due to his complicated sentences. 
Or maybe what he Ijad to say had 
became an old story.

1 cup uncooked rice, Vi cup 
grated process American cheese, 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley. 


Saute beef and onion in bacon 


drippings until meat is no longer 
red, stirring with a fork so that 
meat is broken into bits. Blend in 
flour; add soup and wine: cook, 
stirring constantly, until mixture 
boils. 


Add 
mushrooms 
(undrained), 


curry powder, salt and pepper. 
Cover and simmer for 1 hour, 
stirring occasionally. Boil or steam 
rice in salted water until tender; 
drain. If necessary. 


Add cheese to the hot cooked 


rice, stimng lightly with a fork. 
Mold individual servings of rice 
by pressing lightly into a custard 
cup: unmold on dinner plates. Add 
parsley to meat sauce: pour sauce 
over rice.
